The aftermath of the Christmas 
shopping rush usually brings a 
rash of ruffled feathers and hot 
tempers, when people try to ex- 
change gifts. 

In an effort to reduce this 
problem, these guidelines are 
offered: 

Whether or not you can return 
merchandise for credit or fund, 
depends entirely upon the policy 
of the store or company where 
the merchandise was purchased. 
No outside agency can force re- 
funds for customers, 

Some stores follow the policy 
that all sales are final, and will 
not refund money or give credit 
slips. Other stores refuse cash 
refunds, but allow the purchaser 


Before You Take That 
Christmas Gift Back... 


a credit slip which may be ap- 
plied then or at some future 
time toward the purchase of oth- 
er merchandise in the store, 

Other stores unhesitatingly 
give refunds, credits, exchanges, 
or return deposits, These stores 
consider this a ‘‘privilege” rather 
than a legal obligation. 

If the seller misrepresents, or 
if the the merchandise is defec- 
tive, then you are justified in ex- 
pecting satisfactory adjustment 
or refund, Otherwise, because 
you “change your mind,” you 
have no more legal right to a re- 
fund than the merchant has to 
ask you to return the merchan- 
dise he sold you because he 
changed his mind about selling 
it to you.

Don't Encourage Home Burglaries 


If you are surprised by a mis- 
terious visitor at your home this 
Christmas Eve, it might not be 
old Saint Nick, for according to 
statistics, it is more apt to be a 
burglar, 

During the month of Decem- 
ber, burglaries of homes and 
apartments reach their peak for 
the year. Homes that are tem- 
porarily left unoccupied by fami- 
lies away on visits, an abund- 
ance of newly bought gifts and a 
lack of concern for ‘home secur: 
ity can combine to make the holi- 
day season a very lucrative one 
for burglars, 

To help safeguard your posses: 
sions, and spare your family the 
anguish of becoming burglary 
victims, it is wise to remember 
these simple and often-repeated 
suggestions: 

First of all, before leaving your 
home to pay those holiday visits 
to friends and relatives, double- 
check all doors and windows to 
be sure they are securely locked 
and bolted. 

Next, if you expect to be away 


from home after night-fall, be 


sure to leave several lights burn-| 7 


ing so your home will appear to 
be occupied, If you plan to be 
away from home for more than 
just a day, make it a point to 
stop newspaper and milk deliv- 
eries, For an experienced burg- 
lar, 
unoccupied is a pile of newspa- 
pers or a clutter of milk bottles 
left near a back, front or side 
door. 

Finally, don’t place gifts where 
they can be readily seen from the 
street. Brightly wrapped pack- 
ages arranged under a Christ- 
mas tree impart a warm feeling 
to the holiday season. But, 
the same time, they can also pro- 
voke intrusion and burglarly if 
they are piled near windows in 
full sight of passers-by. 

Last year, total burglaries for 
the month of December were 
much higher than the average 
for the rest of the year. But 
even more alarming was the in- 
crease in holdups and robberies. 

Make certain during the holi- 
day season. that you don’t carry 
more cash than you actually 
need, is a very good rule to fol- 
low.

Illegal Candy 


Labor Commission Target 


State Labor Commissioner, 
George Milias, has asked for the 
cooperation of the public to help 
coordinate all law enforcement 
agencies, in a campaign to clean 
up the door-to-door candy sales 
racket in California, 

Milias notes that at the pres- 
ent time virtually all of these op- 
erations are being conducted 
illegaly, without permits and in 
violation of the provisions of the 
labor code. This fraudulent 
scheme constitutes perhaps the 
largest and most outrageous ex- 
ploitation of children yet un- 
leashed in this state. 

The way the racket works, 
Milias explains, is that under the 
guise of a so-called charitable en- 
deavor, children are recruited, 
transported and armed with low- 
grade, over-priced candy, and 
sent on their way to “peddle.” 

The scheme has been expanded 
to cover not only residential 
areas, but office buildings, shop- 


ping centers and even cocktail]: - -
